LINCOLN, March 6.—(Special Telegram,)—
The recommendation of the governor with
reference to the olcomargarine bill setems to
be In n fair way to meet with the approval
of the senate, although the [riends of the in-
dustry are by no means ont of the difMculs
tieas which have all along surrounded them.
The bill embodying the recommendations of
the governor was road the second time this
afrernoon. The senats indulged in a spirited
Nttle controversy over the question of refer-
ring It to the committes on agriculture,

The friendr of the oleomargarine Industry
have felt that the committes on agriculture
is hardly friendly to the menasure. [1t» chalr-
man Is Senator Sloan, the author of the antl-
oleo hill and {ts feading champlon, Senator
MeKeshy Is for the present acling as sponsor
for the bl recommended by the ROverwor,
and when It had been read this afternoon he
requestod its reference (o the committes on
manufactures and commerce. Precsident Wat-
son so referred 11,

Senator Sloan at once entered a vigorous
protest and clalmed that the president pro
tem  was gullty of an act of discourtesy to
the committes on agriculture. He elalmed
that the bl properly belonged to that coms
mittee, Senator Bmith retorted that the bill
had nothing to do with the question of agrl-
culture and referred only to an artlele of
manufacture and commerce. Senator Me-
Keehy mald the bill had reference only Lo
oleomargurine and {mitation butter. If Sloan
would admit that these were the products of
the dalry he would withdraw his request that
the bill be sent to the commitiee on manu-
factures and eommerce,

GAVE SLOAN A BLACK EYERE.

Sloan moved that the bill be referrad to
the committes on agriculture, the reference of
the president pro tem to the contrary not-
withstanding, Caldwell moved as an amenid-
ment that the bill go to the committes on
manufactures and commercee, Sloan demanded
the yedas and nays, and the vote stood on
Coldwell’'s amendiment as follows:

Senntor Black explalned his vote hy say-
Ing that he wins a member of the commities
on manufactures and commerce and did not
wish to vote for his own committee,

The committee on monufactures and com-
merce, which now has charge of the bill, has
for Its chairman Senator Holbrook of Dodgs
eounty, a friend of the original bill, but with
a record for fairness that has given him the
confldence of evety senator on the floor. The
committes Is made up of Senators Holbrook
of Dodge, Crane of Douglas, Cross of Jeffer-
#on, Hahn of Aderms and Akers of Scotts
Bluft, All of the members of the committee
to the amend-
ments suggested by the governor,

Up to the present time the frende of the
governor's recommendations have outvoted
the opponents, Senator Sloan protests, how-
ever, that the agricultural commitiee would
have taken no advantage of the bill had it
‘beon referred to It, but that it would have re-
ported it back to Lthe senale as speedlly as
possible.

BENATE FPAYSKES

BEVERAL BILLS.

Morning Given Over to tho Third Reading
of Many Measnres,

LINCOLN, March 6.—(Specinl)—The sen-
ale proceedings 1hlu.l'urnnunu consigted muinly
of the vocal efforts of a number of reading
clerks, who exhausted themselves with the
bille on first, second and third reading. The
entire forenoon was taken up with the read-
ine of bills, The following bills were read
the third thine and passed:

Senate fille No, 173, by Watson, to Itgalize
all the proclamations, acts, dolngs and pro-
oesdings of the governor of the state of Ne-
braska, and all the prooeedings and ordl-
nances passed and approved by the several
citiee which have heretofore been declared
oities of the first class under chapter 8 of the
laws of 15881, The law referred to was de-
clared technleally unconstitutional by the su-
préeme court. The law has been ecorrected
and this bill simply legalizea the acts of the
mayor and councils of such citles performed
under the old law.

Senate file No. Bl, by Crawford, providing
that all bonds heretofore Issued or voted by
any preécinet In the stale for boring wells Lo
be used for the purpose of Irrigation are
hereby declared to bo legal and valld and a
llen upon all of the taxable property In sald
procinet, notwithstanding any defect or irreg-
ularity In the submission of the guestion to
the vote of the people, or the omlsslon to
designate In the proposition or In the bonds
thut the same was for Internal improvements,

SBoenate flle No. 456, by Graham, providing
that a judgment of the distriet court of this
state shall operate as n llen upon the real
estate owned by the debtor In the county
where such judgment Is rendered from the
date of such rendition, and that all other
lands, as well as the goods and attels of
the debtor shall be bound from the thme
they shall be selzed In exccution,

Benate file No. 64, by Lebr, providing that
all onths and afMrmations heretofore admin-
fstercd, and all acknowledgments heretofore
taken by commlissioners of deeds in the legal
form and whicl have no certiBeate of the
seoretary of state attached or annexed shall
be and thoy are hereby declared to be legal
and valld and of the same force and effect as
it said certificate was attached.

Bennte file No. 61, by Wright, to revise the
#tate banking law. The new law is quitae
elaborate, but muakes but few Important
changes In the old slatute. One of the
notable changes Is the one relleving the su-
‘preme court of the now heavy burden lm-
rulcd upoin It by reason of the present
aw, and vesting the execution of the law
in the distriot courts.

The passage of these bills took up the
forenoon sessjon,

After recess the conslderation of the
goveérnor's message relating to the oleomar-

rine bill came up as a speclal order, but
MeKKeehy reguested that the matter go over,
Sloan, the author of the olgomargarine bill,
moved that the further consideration of the
message be dispensed with, The senate de-
clingd to clapose of the question In &0 sum-
mary o manner, and It was therefore made
® special order for tomorrow afternoon at
4 o'elock.

IN COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE,

The senate, after thus disposing of the
spocial order, went Into committee of the
whole on the general filo, with Graham in
tho chalr, and for three hours Indulged in
grave debates over a number of proposed
laws. Awmopg hthu Ilbm' recommended for
passage wore the following:

After the committee rose the bill recom-
mended by Governor Holcomb  amending
the anti-oleomargarine bill was read the sec-
ond time and referred to the committee on
manufactures and commerce.

Whereupon the senate adjourned.

WILSON'S APPFOINTMENT CONFIRMED

Sennte Readlly Aceopts the Judge’s Becond
Nomination by the Governor.

LINCOLN, March 6 —(Specinl)}—The gov-
enror this morning sent to the scnate the
name of John W, Wilssn of Kelth county to
bo commandant of the Soldlers’ and Sallors’
Home at Grand Island. This I8 the second
time that Mr. Wilson's name has gone to the
senate at the presenl mwsession. Governor
Holeomb gent in the same nomination early
in January, making the appointment take
effect Webruary 1. It was referred to a special
committee, of which Senator Hahn was  chalr-
man. D. A, Scoville, the present command-
ant, claimed to have a grievance agalnst a
populist newspaper at Grund Island and the

committee delayed actlon until Governor
Holcomb withdrew Wilson's nomination.
Later events have ghown a more cordial

fealing between the chlel execullve and the
senate, and it han been known for two weeks
that Wilson's nomination would be promptly
confirmed If returned to the eenate.

This morning the governor's communica-
tion wasg received by the senate almost as
soon as it had been called to order. After
the reading of the journal had been  dis-
pensed with the senate went Into executive
sesslon,

Before the doors were closed Graham paid
n delleate compliment to the newspaper re-
porters by moving that they he permitted to
remaln Inslde, saying that the reporters al-
ways geemed Lo report the proceedings of the
secret sessions with perfect acouracy. The
motion was seconded by a half dozen sen-
ators, but the lleutenant governor held that
until the standing rules of the senate were
amended the motion was not in order,

When the doors were closed the governor's
communication was read. It simply desig-
nated Mr. Wilson's appointment, to take el-
foct March 16, McKesson moved that the
nomination be referred to the standing com-
mittes with Instructlons to report lmmedi-
ately.

Hahn, chairman of that committee, pre-
sented a brlef verbal report, to the effect
that the committee was giad to report that
Judge Wilson was in every way qualified for
the post.

McKeeby moved that the appointment be
confirmed and there wis no dissent, the vote
belng unanimous.

BEET SUGAR BOUNTY ASSURED.

Little Doubt that the Senate Will Favor
the Maeonsure.

LINCOLN, March 6. —(Specinl.)—Now that
the house has passed the beet sugar bounty
bill the final campalgn in the senate promises
to be brief and triumphant. No one doubts
the ability of thls, one of the most popular
measures of the sgesslon, o pass the senate,
The small opposition to the measure that 18
promising to do so much for Nebraska Is,
however, making a few spasmodic efforte to
create prejudice against It. Yesterday a
roorback of the wildest ¢haracter was turned
loose, It was In the shape of a story to the
offect that the Norfolk sugar factory was
holding In reserve 2,000,000 gallons of syrup,
nand that ns soon as the bounty bill becamne a
law the syrup would be worked up and §60,-
000 drawn out of the treasury.

A little analysis of these figures will show
thelr fallacy, In the fArst place the Oxnards
last yeur at their Norfolk factory manufac-
tured and sold 5,600,000 pounds of sugar from
27,000 tons of beets, To secure $60,000 bounty
from the state ireasury the Oxnards would
have to have on hand after July 1 next
enough syrup from last year's crop to make
9,600,000 pounds of sugar. This would re-
quire 60,000 tons of beets. It is hardly pos-
sible that after selling the product of 27,000
tons of beets last senson the Norfolk factory
would have remaining the syrup from 60,000
tons In addition. Even If such an amount
should be on hand It i only falr to infer that
the Oxnards would prefer to make up the
sugar before July 1 and recelve the federal
bounty of eight-tenths of a cent per pound
bounty instead of walting until after July 1
to recelve n state bounty of but five-eighths
of a cent per pound.

Warking for Heveaue Only,

LINCOLN, March 6.—(Special.)—Three of
the Douglas county comissioners, Chairman
Willame and Messrs, Jeonkins and Livesey,
worte In attendance upon the senals today
urging the rejection of senate file No. 33, a
bill that cuts off thelr $1,800 per unnum sal-
ary and places them upon o $3 per diem
basis, The bill was introduced early in the
sesnlon by Watson and provides that:

“County commissloners shall each be al-
lowed for the time they shall be necessarily
employed in the dutles of the office the sum
of $3 per day and 5 cents per wmile, to be pald
out of the county general fund; provided,
that In counties having less than 70,000 in-
habitanis, as shown by the last preceding
gensus, the county commissioners shall not
recelve compensation for session service for
more than forty days In any one year."

The bill 15 on general file with but half a
dogen numbers ashead of It. The Douglas and
Lancaster county eommissioners have jolned
forees In opposition to the bill.

Hegalating Legal Publloations,

LINCOLN, March 6.—(Special.)—The com-
mittee on publle printing met today during
the moon recess. It decided to report tavor-
ably on house roll No, G602, by Harrls, de-
fining a legal newspaper for the publication
of legal and other official notices in the state
of Nebraske. The bill provides that a legal
newspaper shall have been published at least
fifly-two weeks, and have & bonn fide eircula-
tlon of 200 or more. The provisions of the
net do not apply to papers published in
counties whereln there I8 no opposition, or in
countles where no newspaper has been pub
lished for a period of one year prior to the
publication of such legal or other official
N lcea. The committer also recommended
House's bill providing for the appolntment
of a supervisor of public printing,

Amending the Antl-Qles Law,
LINCOLN, March 6.—(Special.)—Senator
MeKeoby of Webster county today intro-
dueed senate file 410, which I1s to amend the

antl-oleomargarine bil  as  suggested by
Governor Holcomb In hils message sent to
the legislature yesterday In the new bill
the Sloan law a8 incorporated o full, save
the words “lumitation butter” have been
changed to “oleomargarine,” and a8 new sec-
tion 11 has been added, as follows:

Beotion 1. Provided, That nothing In this
act shall be construed to prevent the manu-
fuoture within the state of oleomargarine,
under the restrictlons and the provislons of
the United States law, for shipments to
polnts outside of the suate,

Bection 11 of the Sloan law is made sec-
tion 12 of the new bill.

LINCOLN, March 6.—(Specinl)—The two
measures presénted to the house today,
which exclted the widest Interest waore

enate files 67 and 03,

Senate file No, 57, providing that a land-
lord shall have a llen on the erop and per-
uonal property of a tenant for rent due, was
the oceaslon of a spirited debate. Cramb
wits vigorous In hils denunciation of the bill,
and moved that it be indefinitely postponed,
Brady spoke in favor of the measure and
Eald that It was a law that had been on the
ftatute books of Iowa and there had been
heard no complaint against It

"Mr. Chalrman,” sald Rothleutner, "“a
question.'
“"With the permission of the gentleman

from Buffalo,'” replied Miles In the chair.

“Ten't It a Mot ingulred Rothleutner,
“that renters from lowa come Into Nebraska
naked?'”

The question yet remains unanswered.

Johnston of Doupglas made n vehement
spesch against the blll, and sald that it was
n disgrace to the statutes of any state, and
that the bill shounld be promptly executed
without benefit of clergy. The bill, In com-
mittee of the whole, was recommended for
indefinite postponement, by a vote of 71 to 9,

Senate file No. 93, by Senator Smith, pro-
vides for the amicable adjustment of griev-
ances and disputes that may arisa between
employers and employes. The debate on the
bill was led principally by Burnsa of Lan-
caster and Ricketts. The former contended
that it was impossible to compel a laboring
man to work, whether he wanted to do so
or not, and, therefore., it followed that it
would be wrong to attempt to compel an ¢m-
ployer to keep a man on his hands whom
he didn’t want to have around him,

Ricketts drew a pleture in the line of
word painting of the great Pullman strike
of last swmmer. He mald, further, that if
the gentleman from Lancaster did not know
that there was o demand all over the country
for arbitration he had not kept abreast of
the times and was not in touch with the
logie of events,

Johnston of Douglas =ald that this bill was
demanded by the workingmen themselves,
and they did not care what was Lhe opinlon
of the gentlemnn from Lancaster,

Benedlet  cengratulated Burng  on his
specch, and sarcastlcally remarked that the
Intter was always talking In favor of the
workingmen and always voting agalnst
them.

Burns of Lancaster, who had moved th
recommend the bill for iIndefinite postpone-
ment, listened to a conclliatory speech by
Speaker Richards, and then withdrew his
motion,

MeNitt tried to amend by making the bill
apply only to corporations, but this was
amended to recommit the bill to the com-
mittee on labor, whicl amendment prevalled.

ANTI-OLEO U AGAIN.

Although as a whole the proceedings of
the morning sesslon were dull enough, there
was n spurt In the first quarter which re-
minled one that the house could be real
speady when so dlsposed. Governor Hol-
comb's speclal message accompanying Lhe
antl-oleo bill was read, and Miles moved to
refer it to the committee on agricultuore.
Chapman amended to refer it to the com-
mittee on miscellancous subjects, with in-
structions to prepare a bill in accordance
with the governor's suggestions. The, eom-
mitte on miseellaneous subjeots does not
contain a single member of the committes
on agriculture. Burch wanted to know |If
the gentleman from BSaline desired to Insult
the committes on agriculture, Sutton of
Douglas sald that theé chairman of the com-
mittee on agriculture, Sutton of Pawnee,
was o prominent owner of n creamery, and
consequently he thought it would be more
fitting for the new bill to be framed by dis-
Interested parties. This shot brought Sutton
of Pawnee to hls legs with an earnest dis-
clnimer. He sald that he did not own a
controlling Interest in any creamery in Ne-
bragka or any other state, but that he wus
connected with a eréamery in Pawnee county
in the capacity of manager and owner of a
small portion of the stock: Harrison said
he was a member of the committee on agri-
culture, but he belleved the committes on
mliscellaneous subjects would do justice to
the bill, After a few more growls from other
sources the amendment of Chapman *pre-
valled apd the bill goes to the latter com-
mittee.

Thoe public institution
bination, which includes Lancaster's delega-
tion as its focal polnt, with ramifications
extending to Beatrice, Nebraska Clty, Kear-
ney, Norfolk, Milford, Peru and Hastings,
appears to lack a few votes. This morning
Bureh moved to make the blll to appropriate
§$80,000 for new bulldings for the State uni-
versity a speclal order for tomorrow at 2 p.
m. Horst moved to table, and his motion
prevalled by a vote of 53 to 32. This would
seem to Indieate that the university skir-
mishers ara not pegging eo successfully as
they might wish, Bome of the Lancaster peo-
ple say that the members do not understand
the muaiter, but popular opinlon seems to lean
to the idea that a majority In the house
underatand the question at i=sue completely.
There is now pending in the senate a bill
for a direct levy for the universily, which is
much more liberal in its provisions than
house roll No. 494. In attempting to advancns
the bill the combination showed lts hand, It
has resolved to push 48 to & vote al as
carly a day as possible, and the test on that
measure will show whether or not any of
the other appropriations can get through.

BEOME PECULIAR LEGISLATING.

When senate file 62 was reached It was
discovered that In the passage of house roll
No. 232 the house had passed a duplicate In
every particular to this bill and sent it over
to the senate, The latter had framed a sim-
ilar measure and sent It back. Senats file
No, 62 was recommended for indefinite post-
ponement. Another singular portion of the
proceedings today lies In the fact that house
roll No. 232 pussed by a vote of B3 to 4.
Today the senate file was snowed under by
a majority almost as large. This action is
attributed to the Influence of county sheriffs,
of whow It I8 sald & largs lobby has been
busily at work In Lincoln during the pust
wiek, The bill provided that skilled attend-
auts should accompany Insang patlents to the
asylum from the point from which they were
sent instead of sheriffs,

Governor Holcomb's speclul message on
the anti-oleomargarine bill was read the first
thing this moruing, it having been impossi-
ble to reach it in the course of yenterday's
buslhess. MHes moved that the messags be
referred to the committee on agriculture,
Chapman amended by moving to refer the
message to the commitiee on miscellansous
subjects, with instructions to prepare a bill
In conformity with the tenor of the message,
The amendment prevailed,

A mossage was read from the leglslature
of South Dakota reciting the passage of a
resolutlon providing for the appointment of
three commissioners each by the stales of
South Dakota and Nebraska for the purpose
of settling the boundary line between the
states. The message was referred to the
committes on foderal relations,

COMPROMISED THE COOK CASE.

The speaker then sald that the resolution
of Thomas, relating to the employment of
one J, E. Cook as custodian, was in order.
Thomas moved to correct the record to show
that he had moved the adoption of Lis reso-
lution, and It prevalled

Speaker Richards then moved that a com-
mitiee of three be appolnted, of which
Thomas of Hamiltogm should be chalrman, to
investigate the claims of J. B, Cook and 8,
W. Thoruton to be placed upon Lhe pay roll.

Van Housen amended to make the com-
mitlet comprise one from each of the politi-
cal parties represented on the floor. The
amendment did pot prevail,

Barry awended 1o make the committee
Thomas, Vun Housen and Beck. This
amendment went by the board, and Richards’
motion was carried by n strictly party vote.

Hotse roll No. 160, by Chapman, providing
for deciding the merite of an election con-
test haged upon the ground of error In
count. Passed, 71 to 12

INCIDENTAL APPROPRIATION.

Housa roll No. 631, by Grifith, appropri-
ating $26,000 for the payment of Incidental
exponEcn incurred during the Twenty-fourth
session of the legisixture, wag the Inst bill
on third reading, and was digposed of Im-
mediately following the noon recess, The
bill passed, 87 to 0.

Walt made a statement that as the 1.000
coples each in three languages of the gov-
ernor's message were now printed, the secre-
tary of state had requested that 160 coples
of each be retained by him for distribution
from hiz oMee. He moved that the request
of the secreinry of state be granted, and the
motion prevailed,

The house then went Into committes of the
whole to consider =enate billa on general file.

APPRAIBING (SI'ATE SCHODL LANDS,
it
Noed for m Change in the Present Valoa-
tion Maae Quite Apparent.

LINCOLN, March 6.—(Special.}—The neces-
sity for a reappraisement of state schopl
lands seems to be generilly recognized, and
yet there Is but little ' possibility of the
passage of a law ‘requiring such action.
Senator Stewart Introduced a bill for this
purpose on February 26, but it Is still in the
handa of the committep on school lands and
funds, of which Senator Rathbun is chalrman,
The sesslon is drawlhg so rapldly to a close
that there seems little Nkellhood that even
80 imporiant a measure pan be reported 1o
time for passage. . 41

But féw people ‘reallze how ridiculonsly
low is the appralzement on the school lands
In some of the countles of this state. Take
Lancaster county as a sample. The state
lands in this county, one of the best agricul-
tural eountles In Nebraska, are appralsed at
$3.38 per sere. This means that the lessees
pay a fraction less than 26 cents per acre for
the use of these lands. In Gage county the
appralsament Is still lower, belng but $1.80
per acre, costing the lessee but 11 cents per
acre per annum. In Dawson county the state
owns 19,7564 acres, appralsed at 72 cents per

acre, costing the lesseo but llttle over 4
cents per acre per annum.
